The total of 68,320 overseas arrivals in March 2000 was 4,040 lower than in the 
previous month and 2,020 higher than in March 1999. 


In March 2000, 27,070 Western Australian residents returned from short-term overseas 
visits, an increase of 2.5% on February 2000. In March 2000, 38,910 overseas visitors 
arrived in Western Australia for short-term visits. This was an increase of 2.2% on 


March 1999. 


There were 560 residents returning to Western Australia in March 2000, after a 
long-term stay overseas. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors numbered 740 in March 
2000. This was a decrease of 2,150 over the previous month, and an increase of 80 on 
March 1999 figures. 


The 35,590 short-term departures of Western Australian residents in March 2000
